President Smith expressed his pleasure at meeting with the Sainta of the 
| Sheffield Conference once more. He remarked that Sheffield had producec 
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priests. Each one of us had a degree of reason to know right from wrong, 
and every one would be judged éceording to the deeds done in the body. He 
had investigated the creeds. of the day, and found them to be incorrect. The 
Savior of the world positively. told Nicodemus that he could not even see the 
kingdom of heaven without being born again, and that he could not enter 
into it except he was born of the water and of the spirit. The speaker im- 
plored the audience to examine the creeds; of to-day, and compare them with 
the Bible and the principles advocated: by the Latter-day Saints. 

During the evening meeting: Elder Dugdale drew the attention of the 
audience (about 400 persons) to the divine mission of Joseph Smith, the 
restoration of the Gospel and the sacred character of the Book of Mormon. 
He solemnly declared the principles taught in that book were true, and that 
it was brought forth in fulfillment of the words of the Prophet Isaiah. He 
concluded by bearing testimony to Joseph Smith being a prophet of God. 

President Smith next took the stand and asked an interest in the faith and 
prayers of his auditors, as he, like the other Elders, was dependent upon the 
promptings of the Spirit for what he might say- the Saints not being in the 
habit of preparing sermons. He dwelt at considerable length upon the agency 
of man, and Christ's mission upon the earth, and proved from the scriptures 
that He died, and rose again, that He might be Lord both of the dead and 
living. The apostasy from the primitive church was shown in much plain- 
ness, and proven by quotations from profane history, as well as from the New 
Testament. The great reformers could not tolerate the opinions of men in 
their day, consequently they dissented. They never claimed, however, to be 
endowed with the holy ‘Priesthood, but saw that a reformation was necessary 
and struggled for it. Joseph Smith, on the ebntrary, claimed that he was 
endowed with power from on high, that holy men of God had appeared unto 
him, and bestowed upon him the keys of the kingdom of God, and authority 
to usher in the last dispensation ‘of the fullness of times. Through yielding 
obedience to the Gospel as he taught it, thousands had gained a testimony 
that he was a Prophet of
